SENTENCED T0 
HANG APRIL 17 


New Trial Denied; Makes 
Dramatic Plea. 


Russell T. Scott, omce an official of 
a $30,000,000 corporation that fafled., 
bot now the convicted slayer of a 
17 year old drug clerk, was yesterday 
sentenced to hang April 17. He was 
denied a new trial by Judge Thomas 
J. Lynch and the date of his execution 
was set. 

Seott made a dramatic appeal be- 
fore sentence was passed. He asked 
to speak and blamed his downfall on 
liquor and witnessess whom he ac- 
cused of perjury. Thomas Scott, his 
aged father, was a sflent listener. 

Scott was convicted for shooting to 
death Joseph Maurer, a clerk in the 
City Hall pharmacy, on the night of 
Aprfl 2, 1924. The fary fixed his pun- 
ishment at death. After several con- 
tinuances, the motion for a new trial 
was heard. 

Attorneys Make Pleas. 

‘or three hours Scott’s tliree attor- | 
neys pleaded in his behalf. Assistant 
States’s Attorneys W. W. Smith and 
Bert Cronson opposed the motion. All 
the time Scott sat with his fingers in 
his mouth. Never once did he look at 
the judge. His turn was. coming. 

After the new trial was denied the

stood. Several bafliffs and a dozen po- 
liceman crowded around the convicted 
slayer. 

“Have you anything to say, Scott, 
before the sentence of this court is 
passed?” the judge asked. 

“T have,” was Scott’s answer. 

The clock said it was 3:30 o’clock. 

Again Pleads He Is Innocent. 

“TI have always maintained that I 
didn’t kill the Maurer boy,” he began. 
“J went there with my brother, Robert, 
to get a bottle of whisky. We were in 
the basement having a party. Charles 
Edison. Jack Douglas, and Miss Eliza- 
beth vis never told the truth. 

“ My brother became intoxicated. He 
went upstairs for cigarets. A few min- 
utes later I followed. When I got to 
the head of the stairs I heard two 
shots. The clerk was lying on the floor. 
My brother was running for the door. 
I followed him. 

“T caught him, took a revolver from 
him, put him in a cab, and left him 
with his wife at a south side hotel. I 
have never seen him since.” 

Speaks of Children. 


As young Scott spoke of his three 
children the aged father sat down and 
buried his head in his hands. Clench- 
ing his fists, young Scott continued: 

“T am now 30 years old,” he said. 
“ Most of my life has been spent more 
or less in the public eye. If you'll only 
give us time to raise enough money to 
appeal this case to the Supreme court 
I will be thankful.” 

He then thanked his attorneys and | 
the prosecutors. It was 3:40 o’clock. It 
bad taken him just ten minutes. 

The judge then pronounced sen- 
tenye. A few minutes to talk to his 
father was granted Scott; then he was 
taken back to his cell.

This sign is 
not the result of the poisoning of any 
germ, but is due to a prolonged difficulty 
in breathing. 


The nails are subject to a group of dis- 
eases that belong to or are akin to the 
Skin diseases. The nail bed, and espe- 
cially the bed at the root, is liable to pus 
infections. Especially is this true with 
nail biters. The name of this disease 
is onychia. 

The nails are rather prone to another 
form of infection, that due to ringworm. 
If there is a severe illness a transverse 
depression may develop on one or more 
nails—generally on several. This depres 
sion begins back of the cuticle line. It 
reaches that line and becomes visible 
about four weeks after the onset of the 
illness. It can be observed to travel for-

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WHAT IS SUPERPOWER! 

Chicago, Feb. 7.—As you say in your 
editorial of today entitled “They Can 
Telegraph the Coal Pile,” a copy of 
which is attached, superpower is a big 
idea. But there are some mistakes in 
the article. 

The output of electrical energy from 
public power plants in the United States 
in 1924 was about 60,900,000,000 kilowatt 
hours instead of 5C,000,000, as might be 
inferred from your article. The corre- 
sponding output for Chicago was about 
2,800,000,000 kilowatt hours. The per 
capita electricity production in the 
United States in 1924 was, roughly, 545 
kilowatt hours, and that of Chicago 
was, roughly, 933 kilowatt hours. 

Chicago has about 3 per cent of the 
population of the United States, but pro- 
duces nearly 5 per cent of the electrical 
energy output of the whole country. It 
is the center of a great electric “ poo! 
interconnected by a “ super- 
power ring.” 

“ Superpower " is a tomparatively new 
word referring to an older development 
of modern life. The word was invented 
only four or five years ago, but the 
centralizing of electrical production and 
distribution has been going on for many 
years. 

In a speech delivered 
Sherman on Nov. 1, 1911, 
seid: 

“The lessons that we draw from the 
work that we have so,far done show 
most clearly that the production and 
distribution of energy in this great 
coungry will be concentrated. . The 
wheels of industry, whether they be on 
the permanent way of a trunk line rail- 
road, or in some great hotel building 
like the one we are in, will be turned by 
the production of energy at relatively 
few central po@®s.”

EQUAL RIGHTS FOR WOMEN. 
Chicage, Feb. 7.—Yesterday’s TrRIBUN® 
commends the purpose of the equal! 
rights amendment, the removal of lega! 
discriminations against women, but 
thinks this shoul’ be done by state ac- 

tion, not by federal amendment. 

Your fear that the equal rights amend- 
ment will “stamp a federal pattern ” on 
the states ts unfounded. This amend- 
ment does not require state laws to ba 
uniform. Laws concerning property, for 
axample, or wages, or the custody of 
children may vary in different states. 
All the equal rights amendment requires 
Is that no state shall give women fewer 
rights than the men of that state have 
over p@nerty or waces or children. 

There are a number of reasons why it 
is inadvisable to undertake to equalize 
the rights of women and tmen by state 
action alone. First, it would be too much 
trouble and would take tceo long to se- 
cure the enactment by forty-eight dif- 
ferent legislatures of the various meas- 
ures requirtd to correct all the vari. 
ous inequalities in the laws of the 
forty-eight states. In a single state 
twenty or thirty measures might be re- 
quired. Any one can see what that 


' would mean in time and toil and expense. 


Second (and worse), we could never be 
sure that when an inequality was wiped 
out that th? correction would stand. 
Women have secured rights by state ac- 
tion only to lose them by repeai in the 
next session of the legislature. We are 
utilizing this method, but we have learned 
by expertence rot to rely on it solely. 
We want the legal equality of American 
men and women established permanently. 
That is why we are going to have it 
written into our American basic law. I 
rejoicethat Tut Tripuns upholds the 
priacipie of equal rights. I hope it will 
now see that“‘the common sense way and 
the only sure way to get equal rights ts 
by the equal rights amendment.

Aircraft Harmless in War. 


French naval circles point out that 
the German air forces, including Zep- 


pelins, were unable to interfere with 
the transport cf English troops across 
the channel rcr French colonials and 
blacks across the Mediterranean, and 
never inflicted damage on any allied 
warship during the war. 

The Breslau and Goeben, driven

Mr. Devine read this clause concern- 
ing the governor’s duties: “ He shall 
account to the general assembly and 
decompany his message with a state- 
ment of all moneys received and paid 
out by him from any funds subject to 
his order.” 

This, Devine said, does not mean 
a mere perfunctory statement about 
the welfare of the state. Delving fur- 
ther into the constitution, he cited the 
duties of ether state officers, who, 
under section 20, article V., are re- 
cuired to report to the governor con- 
their branches of the executive depart- 
ment.

motor vehicles. Of this number 47,484 | 
automobiles were recovered in those | 
cities. The percentage of vehicles not | 
recovered was 17 per cent of the tota) | 
number stolen. This is a reduction of | 
1 per cent over 1923. It is 12 per cent | 
greater than in 1920 and 1921. 

“The tremendous number of auto- 
mobile thefts indicated by the report,” 
says.Vane, “is a further jndication of | 
the need for adequate certificate of | 
title laws, for added precaution on the | 
part of car owners, for installation 4 
adequate locking devices, and for’ 
greater police supervision of question- 
able ‘service stations’ which in reality 
gre merely ‘fences’ for organized 
motor thefts.

The contest in the Various states 
usually is sponsored by one of the 
leading universities or the state de- 
partment of education, which aids in 
the announcement of the contest and 
at its termination names competent 
judges to determine the best easay from 
that state.

The principal prize is a four year 


university scholarship, offered by H. S. 
Firestone of Akron, O., a member of 
the highway education board, of 
which the United States commissioner 
of education, Dr. J. J. Tigert, is chair- 
man. This scholarship, which in the 
last five years has been won by three 
young women and two young men, pro- 
vides that the successful contestant 
may attend any college or university

How to Stop. 


It does not make starting easier over 
a period of several hours to choke 
the engine an instant as you shut it 
off, but it is a poor plan to follow.

Detroit Goes Ahead.

Said he: “It’s purely psychological 
When you can’t explain anything any 
other way, say it is ‘purely psycho 
logical.’ That explains everything 
from trick boy murderers to French 
chic.” 


Dispose of the Frills. 


Apparently an adequate solution of 
the mysterious workings of the Envia- 
ble Order of Chics calls for a confer- 
ence of the league of nations. That 
not being imminent, so far as inter- 
ested Americans are concerned, we in 
“splendid isolation’ attempted 
to get to the bottom of this important 
international problem ourselves. 

As Mr. Kipling says, you learn about 
women from women, so we took his 
hint and began to study the femme 
from this more direct source. Whether 
we have solved the great mysterv to 
our own satisfaction we ars still a 
little in doubt. But among the things 
we have learned from and about the 
Parisienne are that the first command- 
ment of chic is to rid oneself of every 
super@.ous frill, sub or super, every 
bit of exceas jewelry, garish trimming 
and ornament.

trouble where the true Parisienne’s 
appearance is concerned. She has the 
time, no matter how busy with other 
interests, to study herself and to per- 
fect every little detail from shoes to 
shingle. She is a skillei needlewoman 
herself, almost without exception, and 
she can correct a line that is unpleas 
ing with a deft stroke or two. 


Always a Feminine Touch. 


But upon me, more than any other 
feature, the sheer femininity of the 
Parisienne makes the impression. She 
has maintained the lure of sex through 
it. She may wear a tailleur, but there 
is the scarf or the buttonniere, the 
light hosiery and daintily shod feet to 
preserve the feminine lure. 

She may be ever so slight, yet she 
is a creature of curves, not angles. She 
may wear her hair in a boyish bob— 
yet she is never boyish She stands 
erect and instead of trying to flatten 
her chest into a boy’s form she is 
proud of a curved and definite bust 
line.

But more marvelous, tn its content, 
4s the protein to the extent of 18.4 
per cent, which is that meat or mender 
which we all must have to keep a safe 
cietary equilibrium.

But if we would begin at the top of 
the alphabet in our talk about nuts we 
must take almonds, the most univer 
sally used of all nuts, taking it the 
world over, and used in the most ways 
Some of these ways involve mucb 
labor, but there is no end of dainty 
ways of using almonds without labor- 
ing so hard to prepare them. Bla nched 
they must be, but after that we can 
prepare them for fifty services or so, 
many of them easy. 

Plain Reasted Almonds. 

Right after blanching almonds put

Yet, they are actually of the sante 
size. It is the style of their clothes 
which makes the difference. Therefore, 
if you fall under one of these classes of 
figures, and are seeking a way to ap- 
pear less tall or less short than you 
are, let’s analyze the lines of the 
clothes on these four figures of the il- 
lustration, and see why it is that figure 
2 appears taller and more siender than 
figure 1, and why figure 4 appears less 
like a beanpole than figure 3. 

The whole secret lies in the different 
effect given by vertical and by hori- 
zontal lines and the: difference between 
round corners and sharp corners. Ver- 
tical lines make for tall effects, while 
horizontal lines give the appearance of 
breadth. 

Notice that everything about the 
clothing on stout man No. 1 has a 
square and broad look. The lapels of 
the coat are short and’ broad, they are 
not peaked, but plain notched. The 
coat is double breasted, with the but- 
tons placed high and widely spaced in 
the horizontal direction, and rather 
close together in the wertical line. The 
coat is squarely cut across at the bot- 
tom, is quite long, and fhe trousers 
are extremely full. 

Now look at the corrected version 
of this man. The artist has decked

him out in a single breasted coat, with 
peaked, long rolling, narrower lapels. 
The fact that they are peaked takes 
away some of the obtuseness @f the 
wrong outfit for the short stout, and 
gives a sharp effect, which helps to 
make the whole effect slender. 

The long and narrow lapels give a 
sweep to the up and down lines which 
carries the eye with it, thus making 
the man appear taller than in the case 
of the emphasized horizontal lines 
where the eye is carried sideways. 

Another point is the lower placement 
of buttans on the right hand man’s 
coat and another is the shorter coat, 
somewhat cutaway in the front. This 
provides for more of the legs to show, 
and the more of the legs in evidence 
the taller the figure will seem to be. 
And then the trousers are not as full. 
Full trousers make a baggy appear- 
ance, which does not make for a slen- 
der figure. 
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Moving over to the tall men of the 
Crawing, we find that what is good 
for the short stout man is bad for the 
tall thin. Reversing the process, you 
will see that the wrong in the tall thin 
man’s coat is the right thing for :the 
short stout. 

The tall, thin man should avoid the 
long, rolling, peaked lapels, the short 
cutaway jacket, the narrow trousers, 
and the one or two button aingle 
breasted jacket which the short, stout 
man finds most becoming to him. He 
can successfully wear the squarely 
cut double breasted coat with its 
broad, shorter lapels, the longer coat, 
the full trousers, and the looser fitting 
coat that the short man should not 
wear. A double breasted coat will 
fill out his greater height. 

Points which the illustration does 
not suggest are the pattern and color 
of suits which these two types will 
find most becoming to them. The 
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short, stout man, for instance, will 
do well to seek striped suits and avoid 
checks. The tall man, on the other 
hand, will only look more like a bean 
pole if he wears a suit which contains 


a decided stripe. But a pattern such | 


as the Glen Urquhard check would be 
@ good one for him. 

As for the other articles of clothb- 
ing other than suits, the left hand 
short man is seen wrongly wearing a 
horizontally striped shirt, which car- 
ries the eye across the picture in- 
stead of up and dawn. He also wrorg- 
ly wears a short, heavy looking collar 
and a long bow tie. 
are the long pointed collar and the 
four in hand tie of short man num- 
ber two.

—mHE authors of America now pass throtigh a sort of 
golden age, especially the bad ones. Certainly never 
_pefore in history has thére been a better market for 

the fruits of the literary faculty. At least fifty maga- 
gines devoted wholly to fiction are on the news-stands every 
monthsome of them, ‘indeed, go on twice or even four times 

a a month—and, in addition, there 
are as many more that leaven 
their soberer contents with short 
stories, sometimes one or two, but 
oftener five or six. The total de- 
mand for manuscripts thus runs 
to nearly a thousand a month. All 
of these manuscripts are paid for— 

at prices ranging from a cent a 
word to 40 or even 60 cénts. ‘ Alto- 
gether it is probable that the mag- 
azine publishers of the land pay 
the flictioneers at least $150.000 a 
month, or, say, $1,800,000 a year. 

But this is only part of the 
tale. The market for articles is 
much larger—-perhaps four or five 

times as large. Publications of a

The majority of the latter. of 
course, get enough to eat, and a few of them are fairly well 
heeled, but the big money, as the vaudevillians say, goes to 
their colleagues of less eminence—the honest fellows who 
manufacture literary stuffing, and especially fiction, for the 
popular magazines. These journeymen get no notice from 
the critics. They are never invited to lecture at Yale, In 
many cases their work is published under pseudonyms, and 
sometimes under haif a dozen pseudonyms. ut they krow 
the market, they are adept at meeting its varying demands, 
and they bring home the kale. 


I knew one once who wrote more than half of the con- 
tents of a popular fiction magazine much read by romantic 
shopgirls and melancholy fat women. He wrote two novel- 
ettes a month, one with its scene laid in America and the

What it amounts to is that they do not care much for 
Stravinsky’s music over there in N’Yawk, and they have 
worn out thousands of words trying to tell why. One of their 
findings is that he wrote the “Sacre du Printemps” twelve 
years ago and has not done anything as weighty or as long 
—particularly as long—since. Another is that he is not 
content to stick to one manner, but is continually experi- 
menting. A third—this one was quite general—was that his 
new piano concerto was not like anything else he has done 
and that its counterpoint was not in the manner of Bach. 
Still another makes the psychological discovery that having 
come away from Russia a long time ago and having lived in 
Switzerland and Paris ever since, he has lost poise. One 
lays down the sheaf of clippings with a confused impression 
that among our best composers there can be no real inspi- 
ration without its attendant perspiration, and that poise is 
somehow synonymous with avoirdupois. 

All of which has, of course, been the best kind of pub- 
licity for the Stravinsky field days. Only attack a person 
vigorously enough and continuously enough, and you are 
sure to arouse some interest in him.

LUNCHEON on Wednesday at

Chicago chapter of Hadasaah 
the women's Zionist organization. 
Miss Henrietta Szold of New York, 
national president of Hadassah will 
bea guest. Mrs. Harry Beshman and 
Mrs. Max Shulman will be in charge 
of arrangements. 

The work of Hadassah ts the main- 
tenance in Palestine of a nation-wide 
health program dealing carefully with 
health problems of that land It is 
for the purpose of procuring eq uip- 
ment for a medical unit that the drive 


_ pow being conducted was inaugurated. 


The service of the organization at 
present includes the maintenance of 
four modern hospitals at Jerusalem 
Jaffa, Haifa, and Safed, the four im- 
portant settlements of Palestine. In 
addition to these hospitals, which 
have clinical service, clinics and a 
visiting nurse system, also are carried 
on in the more scattered communities. 

Infant welfare stations also have 
been established, where trained chil- 
dren's nurses are teaching new ways 
to mothers addicted to old and often 
unhealthy practices. In some cases 
where the patient cannot visit the sta- 
tion prescribed formule are carried 
to the mother via donkey, an ancient 
method of delivery. 

Children in the schools recetve at- 
tention from visiting nurses and phy- 
sicians and their lunches are super- 
vised as a safeguard to health. 

Clothing and linen supplies of hos 
pitals and of orphanages under super- 
vision of Hadassah are furnished by 
gewing circles and are sent at stated 
periods from this country. 

One of the biggest projects of the 
organization is the conducting of a 
nurses’ training school Three classes 
already have been graduated, and the 
nurses, equipped with American meth- 
ods, are filling important health posts 
not only in Palestine but in the near 
east at large. In conjunction with 
the school, one nurse is sent to Amer- 
ica, from time to time, for post-grad- 
vate work. 

Miss Pearl Franklin is president of 
the Chicago chapter, which does such 
a large share of this vitally interest- 
ing work. The other officers include 
Mrs. Bertha Read and Mrs. Abe Simon, 
vice presidents; Mrs. Leon Sager, cor- 
responding secretary; Mrs. Ell Daiches, 
recording secretary; Mrs. Harry Kahn, 
financial secretary; Mrs. S. H. Sobo- 
roff, treasurer.
